Growth limit, water well ban 
'Dynamite' issues explode before board

“Dynamite — handle with care.” 
This label could have been put on two items — county growth limits and water well 
ban — on the Board of Supervisors’ agenda Monday. 


Both predictably exploded in the faces of their South Coast sponsors as North 
County labor union leaders and others bitterly rapped First District Supervisor David 
Yager’s proposal for growth rate limitations, while fierce opposition from within the 
South Coast growth-advocate ranks scotched Third District Supervisor William B. 
Wallace’s hopes of stopping proliferation of new private wells in water moratorium 
areas in Goleta and Montecito water districts. 


There was no vote on the proposal by Yager, a Montecito attorney, as Yager made 
clear he was “not asking for anything at this time’’ but merely informing the board of 


his plans to go ahead with selection of a committee preliminary to drafting a 
proposed growth limit ordinance based on an approximate one per cent rate a year, 
at least for the South Coast area. 
The County Planning Commission’s 7-0 recommendation of two weeks ago was 
rejected by a 3-2 vote of the Supervisors with South Coast Supervisors Robert 
Kallman of Santa Barbara and Yager, with support of Board chairman Harrell 
Fletcher of Santa Maria, on a Kallman motion merely to file the recommendation. 
This is tantamount to killing it. 
There were these developments pertaining to the Yager growth-limit plan: 
— Carpetner’s Local Union No. 2477 financial secretary-business agent Earl Patton 
told Yager “you’re type of control is communism...if you keep fighting us (In the 
North County) you’ll have a county split.” Patton, who was referring to current ef­ 
forts headed in Santa Maria advocating a county split election, is a Santa Marian. 
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Council frees LEDA funds

While conceding it has few “visible” 
accomplishments to boast of, the Lom­ 
poc Economic Development Association 
said yesterday it deserves $15,000 in 
withheld city funds for renewed efforts 
in persuading outside industries to settle 
here. 
In a special luncheon meeting with 
City Council members, LEDA leaders 
tried to justify the city’s total contribu­ 
tion of $107,000 to the private, non-profit. 
group since 1971. They argued the LEDA 
is worth a continued $20,000-a-year in­ 
vestment and that the city couldn’t do 
LEDA’s work on less money. 
In response to the pitch by LEDA 
president Lloyd Spear, councilmembers 
said they were encouraged enough to ap­ 
prove releasing $15,000, representing 
three quarterly payments withheld from 
LEDA since last October. 
C ouncilm em bers w ere split on 
whether to grant LEDA another $20,000 
for fiscal year 1977-’78, however. 
Mayor Charlotte Benton (before the 
meeting) and Councilmember Elinor 
Lefkowitz expressed wholehearted sup­ 
port for LEDA. Councilmembers Joe 
Valencia and Charles Ward did not, 
suggesting that the city should — at least 
until LEDA can better prove itself — 
only match funds donated to LEDA by its 
business-community members, which 
have totaled about $8,000 a year. 
Councilmember EC. Stevens, who 
could not attend the meeting, said later 
that he would have to hear arguments 
both for and against cutting LEDA’s 
usual allotment before deciding on the is­ 
sue. 
Arguing for LEDA, Spear told coun­ 
cilmembers that the group has brought 
nine companies to Lompoc, for a total of 
68 jobs, and is now working with five 
other companies, for a possible 83 more 
jobs. 
Spear also noted LEDA’s “near- 
misses,” its failed efforts over the last 
two years to attract 12 other companies, 
with 842 jobs. The main problem, Spear 
said, was that Lompoc could not match 
what other communities had to offer — 
property supplied for industry with such 
basics as sidewalks, water and power. 
Without such an “ industrial park,” 
developers are not willing to build on 
speculation, he said. 
However, with the city’s recent secur­ 
ing of a $100,000 government grant for 
property development, and a developer’s 
agreement to build on the property 
Spear argued, LEDA now would have 
something to advertise, something to 
show inquiring businesses and in­ 
dustries. 
The LEDA had been planning to spend 
$5,400 to advertise the newly available 
industrial space, Spear said, but would 
first want to have a minimum six-month 
“operating cushion” on which it could 
entertain resulting inquiries, 
To make that advertising commitment 
and continue operating on a budget 
where “we’ve made all the financial cuts 
we can,” according to LEDA Director 
Charles Carmichael. LEDA is urging full 
support by the council. “We either go 
halfway or no way at all,” LEDA board 
member A1 Pico said. 
Noting a generally tight city budget, 
however, Councilmember Valencia said 
he would propose that the city grant 
LEDA, along with the withheld $15,000, 
only $8,000 through July. 1978, at which 
time full funding might be resumed. 
Agreeing with such a plan, Coun­ 
cilmember Ward said before the meeting 
that LEDA could apparently survive on a 
limited budget: “The LEDA has done 
more in the last nine months since we cut 
off their money than they’ve ever done,” 
he said. 
When LEDA members showed reluc­ 
tance about the reduced funding plan, 
Ward said during the meeting that 
LEDA’s message seemed to be, “If we 
don’t get what we want, there will be no 
LEDA. we’ll take our ball and go home ” 


LEDA members, though, denied hav­ 
ing such an attitude, with Spear 
suggesting, as a compromise, that the 
city hold in abeyance the additional 
$12,000, pending concrete achievements 
by the LEDA. Members said they were 
pushing hard for the city’s full support 
because disheartened business con­ 
tributors were dropping out of LEDA. 


Carmichael said later that LEDA’s July 
membership of 65 had declined to 53 for 
April, “ the lowest in over two years.”

— A one per cent growth rate limitation in the North County would “cause most 
damage to those on the low-income levels” by adding to unemployment in the 
building industry and depriving those needing homes of good housing, Laborers Inter­ 
national Union Local 1222 business manager Raul V. Ceja, of Santa Maria. 
— Former County Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa Maria, warned Yager 
"Please do not impose your will arbitrarily on other parts of the county that don’t 
want growth controls, even if you have the votes. We in the north county feel we don’t 
need them...the county has more than adequate tools now — environmental 
restraints, water and sewer moratoriums, zoning, and building permits — to do the 
job.” 
Tunnell, a member of the Santa Maria Contractors’ Assn., said “We have open 
spaces, no water or air quality problems and want to keep our people working to sup­ 
ply more and good housing for our people.” 
— Yager said he would select his own “broadly-based committee" comprising with 
representatives of labor as well as those representing developers and environmen­ 
talists and other concerned interests, but doesn’t feel obliged to have equal represen­ 
tation from the various supervisorial districts, and won’t have “disruptive 
people 
on the committee. But he promised to confer with the two North County supervisors 
regarding appointments. 
— The Yager committee would start work early in May, it was indicated, and con­ 
ceivably could require an appropriation for outside legal consultant aid. The county 
counsel’s office is already doing research, it was revealed, on the ticklish legal ques­ 
tion of whether a county ordinance could be enacted that would specify different 
growth rates for different county areas, or specify a single rate. 
— “A growth limit rate is inevitable ..at least on the South Coast,” declared 
Yager, mindful of water and sewage problems faced by most of the South Coast dis­ 
tricts, Santa Barbara City Council earlier set a population limit of K.000 in the city s 
boundaries, an action that may be reversed by the new growth-minded City Council 
majority, however. 
— Supervisor Kallman felt obliged to “commend Mr. Yager” on the basis the 
Montecito supervisor “feels it is an important step for the county.” 
— Fourth District Supervisor Robert Hedlund of Lompoc, apparently mindful he 
could be the swing vote on the matter, exhibited “concern" with some of Yager's 
statements. He said “your proposal is for a committee representing diverse 
philosophies...yet verbally you don’t want disruption on the committee. I feel that it 
is incongruous. Also, while you want a broad-based committee, you leave its selec­ 
tion in your own hands.” Hedlund asked if each supervisor could name appointees to 
the committee, but Yager replied he “didn’t want it on a district basis,’’ although he 
agreed to have representation in other districts in addition to his own First District. 


— Joining in condemnation of the Yager proposal was Jimmy Jones of Santa 
Maria, gold-card carrier of the Operating Engineers’ Union. 
— Board Chairman Fletcher told Yager he felt a growth limit ordinance for the 
county would not only limit building permits but accompanying economic growth 
generally as well. “We couldn’t have housing to house the poor with a one per cent 
rate.” 
— “These are issues the committee will address itself, to,” replied Yager. “My 
response is: ‘What is the alternative?’” Wallace added: “We aren’t solving housing 
for the poor, anyway, at this time.” Wallace said Santa Maria now has a one per cent 
growth rate, with neighboring Orcutt having about a 10 per cent rate, bringing the 
reply from Fletcher that Santa Maria area development can spread nowhere logical­ 
ly except to the south. 
— Vandenberg Village developer William Ebbert said he hoped the committee 
“will have North County people on it.” 
The proposed ban on new water well systems for future developments in water 
moratorium areas of Goleta, Montecito and Summerland got a setback principally 
due to a ruling by the county counsel’s office. 
A ban on new private systems would amount to the virtual taking away of private 
development rights of landowners, without a finding of health hazards, said Deputy 
County Counsel Susan Trescher. 
There was testimony that there is no South Coast area actually in a stage of 
overdraft of ground water currently, even though perhaps overcommitted in Goleta. 
Supervisors Hedlund and Wallace voted against filing of the Planning Commission 
recommendation.

Supreme Court rules 
school paddling okay 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court ruled 5 to 4 today that public school 
teachers may paddle unruly children, 
and without prior notice or a hearing, 
without violating the Constitution. 
Justice Lewis Powell, in the majority 
opinion, said: “A single principle has 
governed the use of corporal punishment 
since before the American Revolution: 
teachers may impose reasonable but not 
excessive force to discipline a child. 
“The basic doctrine has not changed ’ 
Powell said the Constitution’s prohibi­ 
tion against ‘‘cruel and unusual 
punishment” does not apply to school 
children because they are not restrained 
behind bars, like prisoners; actions in a 
school are open to public scrutiny; and 
teachers who punish a student too 
severely are subject to criminal or civil 
penalties 


Justice Byron White, in an opinion 
joined by Justices William Brennan, 
Thurgood Marshall and John Stevens, 
disagreed They objected for one thing to 
the majority view that a child is not en­ 
titled to procedural rights, such as prior 
notice and a hearing, before being 
punished. 


"I ... take issue with the extreme view 
of the majority that corporal punishment 
in public schools, no matter how bar­ 
baric, inhumane, or severe, is never 
limited by the 8th Amendment.” White 
wrote. 


In another case, the court upheld on a 
4-4 vote Philadelphia’s single-sex system 
for its elite high schools, the tie resulting 
when Justice William Rehnquist dis­ 
qualified himself. 
Suspect in forgery, grand 
theft escapes from hospital 


The Sheriff’s Office today said Terry 
Wayne Harrison, 33, who faces grand 
theft and forgery charges in Lompoc, has 
excaped from Santa Barbara County 
General Hospital. 
A spokesman for the sheriff said 
Harrison stole another patient’s blue 
levis and boots and disappeared from the 
hospital despite leg irons which he wore 
as a prisoner. An all points bulletin was 
issued for the man this morning 


The spokesman described Harrison as 
of ruddy complexion, 68 inches tall and 
weighing about 165 pounds. Harrison is 
from Claremont, Va. 
Harrison was scheduled to appear in 
Lompoc Municipal Court next Monday on 
charges stemming from his use of 
another man’s identification to gain ad­ 
mittance to hospitals across the nation in 
order to get hard narcotics The sheriff’s 
spokesman said Harrison is a demerol 
addict. In each case Harrison left after a 
few days hospitalization without paying 
the bill. 
Lompoc police arrested Harrison at 
Lompoc Hospital on April 10 and booked 
him in Lompoc Jail while authorities 
sorted out a tangle of reports coming in 
from across the nation. Following initial 


legal proceedings, the man was 
remanded to the custody of the sheriff 
and wound up in general hospital for 
treatment while he awaited further court 
action. 
Authorities said Harrison, using the 
identification of Warren H. Landes. 33, 
of Fairfax, Va., had himself admitted to 
Palo Verde Hospital in Albuquerque. 
N.M.; Santa Monica Hospital in Santa 
Monica; Valley Presbyterian Hospital in 
Van Nuys; and finally Lompoc Hospital 
The collection of unpaid bills now totals 
m ore than $8,000, accord in g to 
authorities. 
Harrison’s 
modus operandi was 
always the same, according to the 
authorities. He would show up at a 
hospital with a bottle of urine specimen 
and a specimen of his purported kidney 
stones Professing a severe kidney ail­ 
ment, Harrison would demand to be ad­ 
mitted to the hospital. Upon leaving he 
would reportedly tell hospital officials 
that the bill would be paid by one or 
another of the national health insurance 
plans 
Tracers distributed nationally after his 
arrest in Lompoc disclosed the trail of 
unpaid bills. 


State water 
import plans 
to be eyed

The county’s advisory committee on 
water Wednesday will consider a series 
of recommendations on pricing, alloca­ 
tion and financing for the importation of 
state project water. 
The meeting is scheduled for 9 a.m. in 
the Board of Supervisors Conference 
Room, Fourth Floor, County Ad­ 
ministration Building. 105 E. Anapamu 
St., Santa Barbara. 
Recommendations by a subcommittee 
on the importation of state water will 
highlight the meeting, although there are 
other items on the agenda. 
Here are some of the recommenda­ 
tions as hammered out in 18 meetings 
stretching over more than seven 
months: 
— The county should act as the 
wholesaler of the state water. 
— Tax funds should be used on only a 
limited basis “with the intention that 
they shall be ultimately repaid by the 
water users. 


— Water shall not be a vehicle for 
furthering or opposing either growth or 
no growth policies. 


— The recommendations seem to 
argu e a g a in st any su b sid y for 
agriculture use of the water, but there is 
this statement; "Nonetheless it is a 
d e sir a b le o b je c tiv e to p rovid e 
agriculture with adequate water supplies 
to meet its reasonable existing and 
future needs ”

Early reaction in Lompoc mixed along 
predictable lines to Supreme Court’s rul­ 
ing on schoolroom spankings. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter started seeking congressional 
support today for his new energy policy 
of painful sacrifice and “changes in 
every life,” including a federal gasoline 
tax hike of up to 50 cents a gallon. 
His proposals were quickly labeled 
“extremely controversial.” 
Carter and his White House energy 
chief met with selected members of 
Congress to underscore the fuel crisis 
warning given to Americans in a 
televised address Monday night and to 
preview the stringent remedies the 
President will unveil Wednesday. 
Rep. John Anderson, R-Ill., and Rep. 
Joe Waggoner Jr., D-La., said on 
proposal would boost federal gasoline 
taxes as much as 50 cents a gallon 
between 1979 and 1988 unless consump­ 
tion plummets. Carter has set a goal of 
cutting gasoline use 10 per cent by 1985 
They and other congressmen also said 
the President’s plan would boost the 
price of new natural gas by 21 per cent to 
$1.75 per thousand cubic feet and more 
than double the price of old domestic 
crude oil to $11.28 per barrel. 
“It’s going to be extremely controver­ 
sial,” Waggoner said of the President’s 
total package. 
Anderson expressed doubt that the 
proposed authority to raise gasoline 
taxes by a nickel a year — perhaps the 
most controversial element in Carter’s 
plan — will really make Americans burn 
less fuel. 
“ I have to be convinced by the 
economists and other experts at the 
hearings that you can discourage con­ 
sumption through higher taxes,” he said. 
"I cannot accept it now, but I will not op­ 
pose now I want more information.” 
Waggoner said the new gasoline tax 
will be “hard to sell” despite plans to re­ 


fund revenues from it to people with low 
incomes. “People are not going to buy 
taxing as a method for restraint.” he 
said 
Rep Morris Udall. D-Ariz., chairman 
of House Interior Committee, called the 
gasoline tax proposal “a painful, un­ 
pleasant method” of conserving energy 
and said “it probably does not have a 
very good chance of passing Congres- 
s.” 
“I do not reject it,” he said, “but I’m 
not going to stick my neck out unless the 
President and the leadership up here go 
all out to push it.” 
In general, however, Udall said he was 
impressed 
“The whole package is pretty good,” 
he said. “It’s pretty realistic. It’s strong 
medicine but I think he (Carter) has 
responded to the gravity of the 
situation.” 


It was the second day of a weeklong 
presidential campaign 
to persuade 
Congress and a doubting nation that the 
energy crisis is real, that it poses a 
threat as serious as war and that tough 
conservation measures must be adopted 
to see the nation through 
Carter launched his program Monday 
night with a somber televised warning to 
the Amerian people that the alternative 
to conservation is to risk “our jobs, our 
environment, our standard of living and 
our future” in a world devoid of foreign 
oil “at any acceptable price.” 
“Our decision about energy will test 
the character of the American people 
and the ability of the President and the 
Congress to govern,” Carter said. “This 
difficult effort will be ‘the moral 
equivalent of war’ — except that we will 
be uniting our efforts to build and not 
destroy.” 
President offers to double 
original farm price props 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter, seeking a compromise with the 
congressional farm bloc, today offered 
to more than double his initial proposal 
for farm support spending over the next 
four years. 
Despite Carter’s offer, the Senate 
Agriculture Committee voted tentatively 
to set support target prices for com 
above levels administration officials 
said they were endorsing. 


Chairman Herman Talmadge, D-Ga., 
told the panel as it began drafting a 
farm-food bill that Agriculture Secretary 
Bob Bergland telephoned him today to 
report “the White House is now willing 


to go beyond” its initial proposal on sup­ 
port levels in the bill. 
Bergland said the administration 
wants to hold the cost of the bill —- which 
would take effect next year — to $2 
billion, Talmadge reported. 
This is slightly more than double the 
$935 million which administration ex­ 
perts said would be the average annual 
cost of their initial proposal over four 
years. 


One administration aide said the White 
House compromise offer might permit 
raising 1978 wheat target prices from the 
$2.60 a bushel Carter initially proposed to 
somewhere in the $2.85 or $2.95 range 


Board asks judges to reconsider 
opposition to Grand Jury reform 


The county’s Superior Court judges who have failed to endorse 
reform measures proposed for the Grand Jury selection process 
are being asked by the Board of Supervisors to reconsider an 
earlier negative response. 
The supervisors’ stand was taken Monday after Gail Towbes, of 
Montecito, Grand Jury foreman for this year — but speaking as an 
individual — presented the proposal for changing the selection 
process as endorsed by new Superior Court Judge Bruce Dodds, 
District Attorney Stanley Roden and herself. 
Roden informed the supervisors in a cover letter that he feels the 
current selection process by the judges is “antiquated” by reason 
of not being representative of the community at large and "not be­ 
ing composed of persons on the whole who are able and capable of 
performing their duties to the maximum extent possible.” 
Five of the seven judges were shown earlier not to have endorsed 
the proposal designed to attract hundreds of applicants who could 
go through a screening process by the judges and result, hopefully. 


in a “more representative and qualified Grand Jury.” 
The present system of having judges name prospective jurors 
outright without screening to cull out the best ones available has 
resulted in Grand Juries composed largely of middle-aged, retired 
persons with built-in conservative philosophies, many of whom 
haven’t the energy to perform the arduous work required, and 
often leave it up to a few persons to carry out investigations and 
draw up reports, it was stated. 
“There is time to do this this year," emphasized Mrs Towbes, 
wife of well-known developer, Michael Towbes. She said she felt 
the judges had accepted the proposal with some reservations 
which could be ironed out. 
“Grand Jurors should be highly qualified and terribly healthy," 
she emphasized 
The current Grand Jury is due to end its work at the end of the 
fiscal year June 30. 
Centralized county emergency 
dispatch functions approved 


The Board of Supervisors ap­ 
proved a plan Monday calling 
for reorganization of all county 
emergency dispatch functions 
into one organization to be 
centered in the Sheriff’s Ad­ 
ministration Building in Goleta 
Valley. 
Board chairman Harrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, said 
there was “reluctance" in his 
area to having the dispatch 
center moved from Santa 
Maria Airport to the Santa Bar­ 
bara central facility that is 
proposed to be set up. effective 
July 1. 


There also were indications 
from Charles Oleson, new 
county 
com m unications 
manager, that the cities of 
Santa Barbara and Lompoc 
were planning to move ahead 
with their own centers. 


Oleson will direct the new 
central county function — 
which embraces the new county 
microwave system and ties 
together law enforcement, fire 


protection and emergency 
medical services, along with 
handling of extraordinary cir­ 
cumstances such as resulting 
from major floods, riots or 
other extreme large-scale 
emergencies. 
AFL-CIO Fire Fighters Union 
President Michael Bennett told 
the board he was concerned 
that there were “operational 
difficulties’’ in the plan, 
although he did not oppose the 
consolidation 
County Fire Chief William 
Patterson said he felt Bennett 
had spotted some potential 
weaknesses, but Oleson said he 
had worked on the plan for six 
months and held some 25 
meetings and felt most matters 
had been touched on. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
concurred with the report of 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson calling for the 
new system which would 
operate as a separate budget 
unit under the sheriff’s office. 
S u p ervisor W illiam B. 


Wallace, of Goleta, abstained 
from voting. He declared he felt 
the plan shouldn’t be im­ 
plemented prior to further talks 
with the cities. 
The board approved transfer 
of $46,840 in anti-recession 
funds to acquire the necessary 
hardware to bring about un­ 
ification of the dispatch center. 
It also agreed with Oleson 
that he should work with and in­ 
vite all public safety agencies 
in the county to join in the con­ 
solidation. 


The placing of Oleson under 
the Sheriff’s Department was 
necessary, it was explained, to 
provide for police confiden­ 
tiality of records. Oleson 
earlier had tentatively been 
stationed in the county ad­ 
ministrative office. 


The new ‘‘Public Safety 
Dispatch Center.” as it will be 
called, will have a staffing level 
of 17.5 positions, as compared 
with 24 on the current staff 
level in county locations 
Water Advisory Committee given 
ok to review pricing proposals 


The County Water Advisory 
Committee was given the go- 
ahead Monday by the Board of- 
Supervisors to meet Wednesday 
to review and make any neces­ 
sary changes on a subcommit­ 
tee's recommendation concern­ 
ing pricing of State Project 
w ater when and if it is 
delivered to the county. 
Gen. Thomas Van Natta of 
Santa Barbara, committee 
chairman, also served as 
chairman of the subcommittee, 
which has recommended a type 
of “railroad ticket” approach 
to water prices, in that a pric­ 


ing schedule be set in according 
with distance the water is 
carried from the Santa Maria 
terminal point to the consuming 
area. 
Former Lompoc Mayor Art 
Scott, a committee member, 
has protested this approach, 
claiming it is unfair to Lompoc 
region which would be required 
to pay a comparatively high 
price for water under such a 
policy, after having given tax 
support to the Lake Cahcuma 
and Twitchell Dam projects 
providing water to the South 
Coast and Santa Maria Valley 


areas. 
Van Natta said the five sub­

Limitation on auto dealership 
backed by Board of Supervisors 


A County Planning Commis­ 
sion recommendation to limit a 
prospective new car dealer in 
the Buellton area to selling used 
automobiles — and not new 
cars — “ is not a planning mat­ 
ter.” Board of Supervisors 
chairman Harrell Fletcher of 
Santa Maria said Monday. 
Fletcher and County Super­ 
visor David Yager voted

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Zaire troops push 
against invaders 


KINSHASA. Zaire (UPI) - 
Zaire government troops, con­ 
tinuing a slow advance against 
rebel invaders, have crossed 
the Lufupa River at a point 44 
miles west of the copper mining 
capital of Kolwezi in Shaba 
province, diplomatic sources 
said today. 
The sources said the Zaire 
troops, pushing steadily into 
rebel-held 
territory, 
crossed 
the Lufupa when the insurgents 
failed to blow up a bridge. 
There were no immediate 
reports of further fighting in 
Shaba, the copper-rich former 
Katanga province which the 
rebels invaded from Angola 
nearly six weeks ago. 
One high-level African di­ 
plomatic source said the Soviet 
Union — which Zaire has ac­ 
cused of aiding the insurrec­ 
tion along with Cuba and 
Angola — had been trying to 
gather all anti-Mobutu leaders 
in the Angolan capital of 
Luanda 
However, because of their 
widely differing ideological and 


tribal backgrounds, the effort 
apparently had failed. 
The source said when the in­ 
surrection was launched March 
8, the rebels apparently had 
hoped all anti-government ele­ 
ments both within and outside 
the country would rally 
together. 
Newspapers in Kinshasa to­ 
day heralded the government 
advance with bold headlines, 
such as, ‘‘Rebels in Retreat.” It 
was the first time newspapers 
had headlined the fighting and 
underscored the new optimism 
in the capital about a possible 
battlefront victory. 
Diplomatic sources said Mon­ 
day that about 70 government 
troops were wounded and an un­ 
determined number killed in 
the counterattack which began 
last Thursday. A government 
spokesman said loyalist forces 
had seized 40 cases of rifles, 
rockets and mines “ all made in 
the Soviet Union” and nearly a 
half-million dollars worth of 
coun terfeit A m erican and 
Zairean currency and a small 


amount of Angolan notes. 
Zaire, which has charged the 
rebels invaded from Angola six 
weeks ago with the backing of 
Cuba and the Soviet Union, said 
the insurgents planned to dis­ 
tribute the forged notes to un­ 
dermine Zaire’s currency. 
The Soviet Union, which has 
denied any involvement in the 
fighting, Monday assailed na­ 
tions that have provided assist­ 
ance to the Zaire government, 
an apparent reference to the 
United States, France and 
Morocco. 
Soviet party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev, speaking at a Krem­ 
lin banquet, said nations that in­ 
tervene “ must give serious 
thought to the consequences 
that may follow.” 
Shaba province, formerly 
Katanga, is the backbone of 
Zaire’s economy with large 
deposits of copper, cobalt and 
industrial diamonds. The rebel

Assembly tax relief plan 
assaulted from two sides 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Brown administration declared 
its opposition to the Assembly’s 
m ajor tax relief proposal Mon­ 
day while Assembly Repub­ 
lican leader Paul Priolo took is­ 
sue with key provisions of the 
measure 
The view s on the plan, 
backed by Assembly Speaker 
Leo T. McCarthy, were voiced 
at a hearing of the Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee, which developed the plan. 
It was the first legislative hear­ 
ing on the proposal 
The measure (AB999) by 
Committee Chairman Willie 
Brown. D-San Francisco, would 
provide $712 million in immedi­ 
ate relief for property taxpay­ 
ers and renters, shift welfare 
responsibilities to the state and 
for the first time allow local in­ 
come taxes It also would in- 


crease taxes of higher income 
taxpayers. 
Clifford Allenbv of the state 
Department of Finance told the 
committee the administration 
opposed the measure because 
of its tax increase features and 
favored a rival relief measure 
sponsored by Sen. Jerom e 
Smith, D-Saratoga 
‘‘With proper budgeting.” he 
said, ‘‘it's possible to provide 
for Serrano (complying with 
the Serrano school finance 
decision) and for property tax 
relief without any increase in 
taxes.” he said 
Smith’s $715 million measure 
would use the state surplus 
funds to finance homeowner 
and renter relief 
Priolo told the committee he 
objected to a provision of the 
Assembly plan to use only 75 
per cent of the proposed local 


income tax for property tax 
relief with the other 25 per cent 
made available for other pur­ 
poses 
“Historically, any new tax 
has been levied with claims 
that the amount and purpose 
will be limited but this has 
almost always been expanded 
once the tax is imposed.” he 
said “ Our own sales tax and 
gas tax are but two examples of 
this ” 
Priolo also said he was un­ 
happy with a provision es­ 
tablishing a new statewide 
business tax to finance a state 
takeover of major welfare costs 
now carried by the counties 
‘‘This tax treats business as 
some sort of monolith, with no 
concern for the impact this will 
have on business in small coun­ 
ties and on small business in 
general,” the lawmaker said.

but Congress still needs to be

‘We may or may not accept

public works, which has initial 
jurisdiction over funding the 
projects 
Carter announced Monday he 
had changed his mind about 
nine projects, including the $18 
billion 
Tennessee-Tombigbee 
Waterway which would link the 
Tennessee River with the Gulf 
of Mexico He will no longer op­ 
pose their continuation 
Five other projects were 
recommended for modifica­ 
tions that would cut their cost 
by a total $14 billion, and the 18 
remaining projects were ear­ 
marked for termination at an 
estimated cost saving of $2 5 
billion 
Carter coupled his recom­ 
mendations with a plan to 
develop realistic evaluation in 
advance of authorizing such 
projects, and to consider such 
issues as dam safety, cost shar­ 
ing and water conservation in 


the future

House domestic adviser Stuart 
Eizenstadt declined to say 
whether Carter would veto 
legislation if Congress ignores

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
says 33.000 dog collars designed 
to shock the animals into not 
barking may be dangerous to 
both the anim als and their 
owners 
The collars automatically 
deliver a shock when the dog 
barks But the FDA said Mon­ 
day it has found the amount of 
electricity emitted could be 10 
times higher than claimed, the 
shocks can continue even after 
the dog stops barking and the 
collar can deliver a painful 
shock to persons handling it 
It also said the collars can be 


set off by other sounds — such 
as a car horn or a human im­ 
itating a dog’s bark 


The agency is taking legal ac­ 
tion aainst two of the com­ 
panies involved in the case 
because they refused to recall 
the collars voluntarily.

Connecticut nixes school finance plan 


HARTFORD, Conn (UPI) - 
The Connecticut Supreme Court 
has thrown out the current 
method of financing public 
schools prim arily by local 
property taxes, but left unclear 
how the situation must be 
remedied. 
The court, in a 4-1 ruling, said 
Monday, funding schools 70 per 
cent with local property taxes 
is unconstitutional because it 
d e n ie s 
c h ild r e n 
e q u a l 
educational opportunity. 
“ The education they (stu- 


dents in poorer towns) receive 
is to a substantial degree 
narrower and lower in quality 
than that which pupils receive 
in comparable towns with a 
larger tax base and a greater 
ability to finance education," 
the court said 
The court ordered the legisla­ 
ture to correct the situation, 
but conceded, “ in fashioning a 
system of financing, precisely 
equal advantages or absolute 
equality is not required and 
cannot be attained ” 


Gov. Ella T 
Grasso sche­ 
duled a meeting today with 
legislative leaders to discuss 
the situation and begin drawing 
up a plan to comply with the 
order. 
The funding imbalance is 
caused by a wide disparity in 
wealth in Connecticut, which 
features the plush New York 
suburbs of Fairfield County and 
economically 
hard-pressed 
rural areas in the northeast. 
The income tax is a sacred 
political cow in Connecticut. 


SACRAM ENTO (U PI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r .’s 
$3.7 billion school finance 
program, which had breezed 
through two Assembly commit­ 
tee, ran into a roadblock Mon­ 
day when the sponsor delayed 
floor action on the bill because 
he doesn't have the necessary 
votes. 
“ I am holding the bill up in 
order to persuade people to vote 
for it,” said Assemblyman 
Leroy Greene, D-Sacramento, 
who carried the m easu re 
(AB65). He said he did not know 
when he would bring it up on the 
floor again. 
Greene said he could get the 
measure out of the Assembly if 
he removed the urgency clause 
— which requires a two-thirds 
vote — “ but that’s not my 
thing.” 
His task now, he said, is to 
impress upon legislators the 
fact that the change in school 
financing, which will result in 
wealthy districts helping poorer 
ones, was mandated by the 
state Supreme Court. 
“ Somehow or other it’s got to 
penetrate to these guys that 
sometimes we are going to have 
to act like statesmen,” Greene 
said. 
Under Greene’s bill, school 
funding would be equalized to 
within $200 per pupil over a 
period of five years in districts 
with 86 per cent of the state’s 
enrollment. 
Greene has said no tax in­ 
crease would be incurred under 
the bill, although tax reductions 
due to growth in assessed 
valuation and declined enroll­ 
ment would be limited to 10 per 
cent in high-wealth districts. 
Assembly Speaker Leo Mc­ 
Carthy, D-San Francisco, said 
the measure, which contains in­ 
creased funding for substantial 
reform programs, would even­ 
tually require a property tax 
hike in his area to maintain 
quality education. 
McCarthy and 
Assem bly 
Republican leader Paul Priolo, 
of Malibu. said they would vote 
for the measure in the As­ 
sembly with the knowledge its 
final form would be decided in a 


Senate-Assembly conference 
committee. 
A rival $2 billion education 
financing bill sponsored by 
Senate leaders is scheduled for 
its first hearing Wednesday in 
the Senate Education Commit­ 
tee. 
Atom bomb 
exposees' 
are sought 


ATLANTA (U P I) - The 
national Center for D isease 
Control said Monday it has 
begun a nationwide search for 
soldiers exposed to an atomic 
bomb test 20 years ago to see 
whether there is a link between 
radiation fallout and leukemia. 
Dr. Glyn G. Caldw ell, a 
cancer specialist at the CDC. 
said two Army veterans who 
came in contact with low levels 
of radiation from a 44-kiloton 
bomb test in Yucca Flats, Nev., 
have been stricken with leuke­ 
mia. 
“ The scientific question is: 
Are these cases of leukemia 
delayed responses to low levels 
of radiation?” Caldwell said. 
The two veterans, identified 
as Paul Cooper, 43. of Salt Lake 
City and Donald Coe, 44. of 
Tomkinsville, Ky., were among 
the 1,100 soldiers stationed near 
the bomb site on Aug 31, 1957 
“ We need to find all the men 
who were exposed to the radia­ 
tion and then we might be able 
to identify the low level of 
ra d ia tio n a s a 
c a u se of 
malignancies.” Caldwell said. 
“ When we have two out of 
1.100 persons developing leuke­

LOMPOC RECORD 
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Police probe drugging of Groucho 


SANTA MONICA (UPI) - Police, fearing 
Groucho Marx’s life is in danger, began a 
criminal investigation after private detectives 
testified they found syringes with residues of 
barbiturates near the 86-year-old comedian's 
home. 
The mystery grew out of what began as a 
routine hearing on rival petitions by Marx’s 
long-time woman companion, Erin Flemming, 
and his son Arthur to be named his conservator 
or legal guardian. 
Beverly Hills Detective Judith Trunk testified 
Monday that investigators want “ to determine 
whether there is some criminal act taking place 
within the residence and to the person of 
Groucho Marx.” 
She did not elaborate, but told Superior Court 
Judge Edward Rafeedi the investigation was 
launched after private detectives Norman L. 


Perle and Fred Wolfson brought her empty 
syringes they said they found in and near Marx's 
Truesdale Estates home. 
A preliminary test at police headquarters, she 
said, showed possible traces of barbiturates. 


The ampules were sent for more tests by Dr. 
George W Stevenson, a physician, chemist and 
toxicologist. Stevenson testified the syringes had 
traces of pentabarbital. a powerful barbiturate 
he said normally is used to induce a deep sleep 
“ in maniacal psychiatric patients and victims of 
convulsive diso.” 


Perle said he originally was hired by Miss 
Flemming, secretary-companion to Marx for 
seven years, to search her home and Marx’s 
house for eavesdropping devices she thought 
Arthur Marx planted there. 
In earlier testimony, Perle said he went to the 
U.S. Health Service plans 
to recommend flu shots

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
U.S. Public Health Service, un­ 
deterred by the fate of the 
swine flu inoculation program 
last winter, is recommending 
flu shots early next fall for the 
elderly and chronically ill. 
Government health officials 
Monday proposed a new com­ 
bined vaccine be made availa­ 
ble for 60 million to 70 million 
persons who m ight suffer 
serious complications from in­ 
fluenza. The bivalent vaccine 
would fight both the A-Victoria 
and B-Hong Kong strains of flu. 


Although both vaccines have 
been available before they have 
not been offered together. An A- 
Victoria vaccine was offered 
last winter in combination with 
swine flu vaccine 


This time around the govern­ 
ment’s involvement will be 
minimal, a PHS spokesman 
said It won’t include federal 
purchase of vaccine for mass 


distribution, or the public rela­ 
tions effort that accompanied 
the troubled swine flu effort. 
“ For one thing flu will not be 
that much of a threat this 
time,” said the spokesman, ad­ 
ding at the same time that the 
virus is fickle and could become 
more of a threat than an­ 
ticipated just as it turned into 
less of a threat than expected 
last winter. 
Issuing its first recommenda­ 
tions for next winter’s flu 
season, the PHS said flu vac­ 
cine should be given to older 
persons, especially those over 
age 65, and to those with 
chronic illnesses like heart dis­ 
ease, cancer, diabetes, kidney 
disease and emphysema and 
other lung diseases. 
Physicians at their discretion 
may offer flu shots to other 
persons including health wor­ 
kers, fire and police personnel 
and those who provide essential 
services 


No recommendations were 
made for swine flu shots, but 
the government’s Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta will 
make arrangements to stock­ 
pile available supplies of swine 
flu vaccine for future use if 
necessary. About 70 million 
doses are available and could 
be kept a year, the spokesman 
said. 


Those shots were suspended 
last Dec. 16 after the PHS found 
there was “ a statistical as­ 
sociation” between the shots 
and a sometimes paralyzing 
disease known as Guillain- 
Barre syndrome

Assembly committee kills series 
of abortion bills after debate 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
series of abortion bills were 
killed Monday by the Assembly 
Health Committee after oppo­ 
nents said the legislation would 
make it more difficult for 
women to terminate unwanted 
pregnancies. 
After a two-hour emotional 
debate, the committee voted by 
lopsided margins to reject the 
measures authored by Assem­ 
blymen Alister McAlister. D- 
San Jose, and Mike Antonovich, 
R-Glendale 
Both lawmakers 
are fervent opponents of abor­ 
tion 
One bill <AB346> by An­ 
tonovich would require a 
woman to sign a special written 
Consent form declaring she had 
been advised by her doctor of 
the potential hazards of an 
abortion 
The woman would 
have to wait at least one day 
after signing the document 
before the abortion could be 
performed 
Although the Health Depart­ 
ment endorsed the measure, 
the committee defeated it on a 
1-10 vote 
Opponents said 
current law requires patients to 
grant “ implied consent” to doc­ 
tors for any type of operation. 
Blanche Bersch, a member of 
the state Board of Medical 
Quality Assurance, vigorously 
opposed the bill, saying it was 
“ an insult to women” by as­ 
suming a woman was less likely 
to consider the medical risks of 
an abortion than of other opera­ 
tions. 


“ The legislation is designed 
to place a roadblock in front of 
a woman obtaining an abor­ 
tion.’’ she testified. The meas­ 
ure also was opposed by the 
California Medical Association, 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union and women’s rights 
groups 
Under another bill (AB595) 
by M cAlister, a physician 
would be subject to state sanc­ 
tions — including possible loss 
of his license — for performing 
abortions on a “viable fetus " 
The bill died on an 8-1 vote to 
hold the measure in the com­ 


mittee. Ms Bersch said the bill 
would require a massive in­ 
crease in the number of state 
inspectors to enforce the sanc­ 
tions, and some committee 
members said physicians might 
be prosecuted under existing 
m urder 
and m anslaughter 
laws 
A third bill (AB596) by 
McAlister would require that 
female minors consult with 


their parents before obtaining 
court orders for abortions. 
Assemblyman Barry Keene, 
committee chairman, said the 
bill could be titled the “ child 
abuse act of 1977” because the 
only possible remedy by a 
parent unhappy with the young 
woman's decision "would be to 
beat the hell out of the child ” 
That measure met defeat on a 
9-0 vote to keep it in committee

Miss Hearst supplied the FBI 
with a list of eight participants 
in the Carmichael holdup dur­ 
ing interviews with agents 
beginning April 12, 1976, the day 
she was sentenced to a con­ 
ditional 35-year prison term for 
her role in 
a Symbionese 
Liberation Army bank robbery 
in San Francisco. The sentence 
later was reduced to seven 
years 
The newspaper’s sources said 
M iss H earst placed SLA- 
members Emily and William 
Harris at the scene of the rob­ 
bery along with Soliah and his 
sister Kathy, Michael Bortin 
and Jam es Kilgore. Sources 
told the Bee that Miss Hearst 
said she and Wendy Yoshimura 
played “ indirect roles” in the 
robbery. 
Soliah , the only person 
charged in the April 21, 1975 
robbery of the Carmichael 


Branch of the Crocker National 
Bank, was acquitted by a jury. 
Prosecutors alleged he was in­ 
side the bank. Myrna Upsahl, 
42-year-old mother of four, was 
killed during the $15,000 holdup 
by b last from a 12-gauge 
shotgun. 
The newspaper’s sources said 
that Miss Hearst told them 
Emily Harris, Kathy Soliah, 
Kilgore and Bortin were inside 
the bank. They said M iss 
H earst w as told by Em ily 
Harris that she held the gun 
that killed Mrs Upsahl. 
Miss Hearst. the Bee repor­ 
ted, told authorities she learned 
details of the bank robbery 
after the holdup team joined 
her in a “ switch car” several 
blocks away 
The newspaper reported that 
federal sources said there is no 
certainty that any arrests in the 
robbery will result because it is 
“ Patty’s word alone.” Sources 
said that Miss Hearst’s infor­ 
mation was not part of her no­ 
contest plea Monday to SLA- 
related charges in Los Angeles. 


The existence of the list was 
disclosed last week by Miss 
Hearst’s attorney F. Lee Bailey 
during appellate court argu­ 
ments over her 1976 conviction 
for the San Francisco bank rob­ 
bery. 
Bailey brought up the list in 
an effort to show his client was 
“ h a m s t r u n g ’ ’ 
when she 
testified at her bank robbery 
trial because she was a suspect 
in the Carmichael case During 
the hearing, Bailey mentioned 
only Soliah’s name 
During her San Francisco 
bank robbery trial. Miss Hearst 
refused 42 tim es to answer 
questions about her under­ 
ground life in Sacramento on 
grounds that she might incrimi­ 
nate herself.

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Unions clash 
on bottle bill

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Labor unions clashed Monday over 
whether a major legislation to ban non-returnable beverage cans 
and bottles will cost jobs in the packaging industry. 
The Teamsters and Retail Clerks supported the bill (SB4) at a 
Senate Finance Committee hearing, arguing their unions will 
benefit because more workers will be needed to wash bottles and 
transport them to beverage plants. 
The United Steelworkers and the Bottleblowers Unions de­ 
nounced the measure, claiming entire plants would be shut down if 
it is enacted, throwing hundreds of workers out of their jobs. 
Committee Chairman Albert Rodda, D-Sacramento, ordered ac­ 
tion on the bill delayed for at least a week because of the large 
number of witnesses on both sides of the controversial issue. 
Basically, the bill by Sen. Omer Rains, D-Ventura, would require 
a deposit of two cents or five cents, depending on the type of bottle, 
which would be refunded when the containers were returned. 
Rains and other witnesses said the bill was aimed at reducing lit­ 
ter, and changing a “throwaway mentality" by forcing the recycl­ 
ing of scarce resources. 
Gerald O’Hara, of the Teamsters, said the locals “insisted” on 
support of the bill because more warehousemen and truck drivers 
will be needed to transport the bottles. He said when the container 
industry shifted over to non-returnable bottles “thousands" of 
workers lost their jobs. 
Isabel Lennon, a vice president of the Glassbottle Blowers Union 
in Los Angeles, argued that fewer bottles will be needed and cans 
will virtually disappear from store shelves, forcing layoffs at 
plants. 
“I don't want to go on welfare, I assure you," she said. “But who 
will pick up the tab if I don’t have a job?” 
Among those testifying was Rep. James Jeffords, R-Vt., who 
said his state's bottle bill had actually resulted in a net increase of 
about 300 jobs since it became effective in 1973. 
"Only one person lost his job,” Jeffords said. “That was the man 
who was lobbying against it in the legislature.” 
Jeffords is author of a bill similar to the Rains measure.

long as some special interest 
group puts up enough money."

Animals as quake 
detectors studied 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Lufkin (Tex.) News’ investiga­ 
tion of the death of a Marine 
recruit, which led to fundamen­ 
tal reforms in Marine Corps 
recruiting and training prac­ 
tices, won a 1977 Pulitzer Prize 
for the “little country daily.” 
The Advisory Board on the 
Pulitzer Prizes also announced 
Monday that “Roots” author 
Alex Haley had been given a 
Special Award “to recognize an 
important contribution to the 
literature of slavery that the 
board felt did not fit exactly any 
other category.” 
For the first time in the 61- 
year history of the prestigious 
awards, no Pulitzer Prize was 
presented for international re­ 
porting and for the 10th time, no 
award was given for fiction. 
Walter Mears, 42, of the As­ 
sociated Press won the award 


for National Reporting for his 
coverage under deadline of last 
year’s 32 presidential primaries 
and the presidential campaign. 
The award for Special Local 
Reporting went to Acel Moore, 
36, and Wendell Rawls Jr., 35, 
of the Philadelphia Inquirer for 
their investigation of a Pennsyl­ 
vania institution for the crimi­ 
nally insane. Their reports led 
to reforms at the hospital and 
statewide action to protect 
mental patients4 rights, the 
board said. 
The Lufkin paper won the 
Pulitzer Gold Medal for Public 
Service for the investigatory ef­ 
forts of editor Joe Murray, 36, 
and reporter Ken Herman, 23, 
into the death of Lynn McClure, 
20. in March 1976. 
McClure, a Texan, suffered 
fatal brain damage during com­ 
bat training drills at a Marine 


Corps recruiting depot in San 
Diego, according to Marine of­ 
ficials. 
The Pulitzer committee said 
the News, a paper with a cir­ 
culation of 13,000, “chose ... not 
to settle for the official ex­ 
planation. ...” 
According to the board, in its 
first story on McClure’s death, 
the paper questioned how “a 
• lOth-grade dropout with obvious 
learning disabilities passed the 
Marine entrance tests?” 
Six more stories and two 
editorials appeared in the next 
10 days and the story gained 
national attention, the board 
said. 
Courts-martial held subse­ 
quently brought out testimony 
on the poor treatm ent of 
recruits in combat exercises 
and a congressional subcomm- 
mittee issued recommenda- 


tions for reforming recruiting 
and training practices, the 
board said. 
Contacted at his paper, 
Murray said, “ At tim es I 
wanted the story to dry up and 
be done with. But we were 
obligated to give it some play 
It was like Watergate, people 
got tired of it every day. 
“When you work on a little 
country daily like this you don't 
think about winning the Pulit­ 
zer, just getting the paper out,” 
Murray said. 
Haley. 55. who recently won a 
special citation during presen­ 
tations of the National Book 
Awards, is the second person to 
ever have been presented a 
special award by the Pulitzer 
board. Last year the late jazz 
composer Scott Joplin won the 
first such award.

Americans in Mexico 
jails sting Carter 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) — American inmates of Mexican jails 
have accused President Carter of being hypocritical on human 
lights and say they will demonstrate next month to try to push 
through a prisoner-exchange treaty 
The prisoners Monday sent open letters to Carter saying he had 
not criticized Mexico for the “most severe violations of our 
human, legal and constitutional rights.” 
They said his human rights campaign was “hypocritical and un­ 
fair” as a result. 
“A nationwide manifestation of our hostility and frustration will 
begin on May 10,” they announced 
The letters aiso were addressed to Senate members and Patrick 
J Lucey, newly appointed U.S. ambassador to Mexico. 
The Mexican congress approved the prisoner-exchange treaty 
last December It would allow American prisoners to complete jail 
sentences in the United States and vice-versa Carter sent the 
treaty to the Senate in February. 
The prisoners, who signed themselves “Americans in Jail in 
Mexico,” did not say what form the demonstration would take 
A spokesmen for Federal Attorney Gen Oscar Flores Sanchez 
said Monday in Mexico City the government may soften its severe 
attitude toward narcotics users and traffickers. 
He said studies on how to adopt a more lenient policy had been 
carried out, envisioning waiving charges against persons detained 
with small quantities of drugs 
“There have been studies, but no announcement has yet been 
made.” the spokesman said. 
A drug control official told UPI 15 Americans arrested for 
possessing marijuana in the past two weeks had been freed and 
charges against them dropped on the condition that they left Mex­ 
ico immediately. 
Some 600 Americans are in Mexican jails, most of them held on 
drug-related charges Many were sentenced for possessing a few 
grams of marijuana or cocaine, punishable by several years in 
prison under Mexican law. 
Quick action expected 
on nuclear inspection 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two 
UCLA scientists are setting up 
an experiment to see if there is 
any truth to folk tales that 
animals can sense the onset of 
an earthquake. 
Folklore back to the ancient 
Greeks is filled with tales of 
domestic and wild animals 
acting peculiarly just before an 
earthquake. Chinese scientists 
re p o rted ly c o lle c t such 
in fo r m a tio n 
from 
th e 
countryside as part of a quake 
alert system. 
Drs. Durward D. Skiles and 
Robert G. Lindberg said they 
are constructing a laboratory in 
the desert of San Bernardino 
County near the southern edge 
of the “Palmdale Bulge,” an 
ominous uplift of earth that 
seismologists believe may — or 
may not — indicate a buildup of 


tension leading to a large 
earthquake in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
Lindberg will monitor a 
group of pocket mice, installed 
in manmade burrows that will 
keep an electronic record of 
each mouse's activity at all 
times. Skiles will watch over 20 
kangaroo rats in individual 
quarters in another room. 


They w ill correlate the 
rodents' actions with earth­ 
quake reports. 


“The ideal payoff, scientifi­ 
cally speaking, would be if all 
the mice came above ground at 
high noon and refused to go 
back into their burrows, and all 
the rats raced on their running 
wheels at the same time, 
followed the next day by a 
major earthquake.” Skiles said 


Brown won't pledge tax veto 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. 8rown Jr. 
says legislators asking for a tax 
increase “may be whistling in 
the dark’’ but refuses to 
promise a veto of any new tax 
bills this year. 
Brown told reporters Monday 
that the state budget surplus for 
this year will be more than $1 
billion and “there is no need to 
go to the people and ask for new 
taxes.” 
In a speech to the Common­ 
wealth Club in San Francisco 
during the weekend, Brown in­ 
dicated he was backing away 
from his previous pledge 
against new taxes, adding there 
was “almost unbearable" pres­ 
sure in the legislature for a tax 


hike. 
Major property tax relief 
legislation forged by the As­ 
sembly Revenue and Taxation 
Committee would allow local 
governments to impose an in­ 
come tax. In addition, it would 
increase from 11 to 14 per cent 
the maximum tax on persons 
earning more than $37,000 a 
year 
Assembly Republican leader 
Paul Priolo said Brown’s com­ 
ments were an “opening shot” 
in a move to sign the measure. 
Brown told reporters Monday 
he would do “everything I can 
to block new taxes" but said he 
would not “ issu e an u l­ 
timatum." 
“If they can lower a person’s 


tax and shift it in a way that 
makes some sense, I don't want 
to rule that out,” Brown said 
While refusing to promise a 
veto of a tax increase bill, the 
governor added, "for those who 
hold out hope for new state 
taxes — they may be whistling 
in the dark.” 
Cliff Allenby of Brown’s 
Department of Finance told a 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee hearing on the committee’s 
proposal Monday that the ad­ 
m inistration 
opposed 
the 
measure because of the provi­ 
sions permitting low income 
ta x es and expanding tax 
brackets He said the commit­ 
tee considered them tax in­ 
creases.

The postal study 


1 FEHL Yo u te Lo o k in g 


A congressional commission 
has completed a six-month 
study of the U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vice and recommends certain 
actions that they believe will 
improve the financial stability 
of the service but accomplish 
little in improving the service. 
A primary recommendation 
deals with the U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vice providing instant satellite 
and wire transmission of let­ 
ters. Rival electronic com­ 
munication firms have been 
growing and the commission 
sees 
“ disastrous” con­ 
sequences unless the govern­ 
ment agency gets a share of 
that business 
It seems to us that the rival 
companies went into business 
primarily because the U.S. 
Postal Service could not see 
the merit of such electronic 
transmission. It is very doubt­ 
ful that they will quit even if 
the government agency 
decides to follow suit. 
Primary revenue loss is from 
the government itself and 
banks which now transfer

funds electronically instead of 
by mail. 
The commission also recom­ 
mends that Congress amend 
the current law which 
prohibits private companies 
from delivering first class 
mail. This, we 
believe, is a 
good move. It is our contention 
that private companies can 
move the first class mail 
faster and more efficiently 
than the bureaucracy of the 
service. 
Another 
recommendation 
that affects all taxpayers is 
for the immediate funding of 
$625 million to the Postal Ser­ 
vice to eliminate their present 
operating deficit and to in­ 
crease regular appropriations 
until at least 1985. 


A final recommendation 
eliminates Saturday mail 
delivery. This recommenda­ 
tion was made following a 
public opinion survey that 
showed 80 per cent of the peo­ 
ple canvassed would accept 
five-day delivery. We agree.

WASHINGTON - Tongsun Park, the 
Korean-about-town who passed out 
financial favors to Washington bigwigs, 
has no intention of returning to face 
bribery charges in the United States. The 
Justice Dept, considered his testimony 
crucial to making a case against con­ 
gressmen on the take. 
A n o th e r

witness in the Korean 
b r ib e r y s c a n d a l. 
Korean 
E m b a ssy 
defector Kim Sang 
Keun. has been unable 
to 
give

te s tim o n y 
about 
payoffs to congres­ 
smen 
These two develop­ 
ments. according to 
sources familiar with 
the investigation, 
probably will doom 
the dept.’s efforts to convict a single con­ 
gressman of bribery. 
We called attention to Park's opera­ 
tions as far back as April 1.1974 By July 
17. 1975. we were able to report for the 
first time that the Justice Dept was in­ 
vestigating charges that the Koreans had 
tried to buy off congressmen. 
Now we have had access to some of 
Park’s papers, which were saved from 
the shredder. He has told associates 
categorically that he won’t come back to 
the United States. The papers strongly 
indicate he has transplanted his base to 
London. 
Payroll information, financial details 
and policy questions have been 
forwarded from his Washington 
headquarters to “ Mr. T.S. Park. 44 
Green Street. London. W IY3 FJ. United 
Kindgom.” The papers also contain 
references to a staff member in London. 
The Korean entrepreneur, with the 
enigmatic smile and the $100 bills, feted 
powerful congressmen from House 
Speaker Thomas “ Tip” O’Neill on down. 
As many as two dozen bigwigs have 


come under the Justice Dept.’s hot-eyed 
scrutiny. 
Among them have been such key 
House members, present and past, as 
Democratic Whip John J. M cFall. D- 
Calif., John Brademas. D-Ind., Richard 
Hanna. D-Calif., Otto Passman, D-La.. 
and Louisiana’s Gov. Eld win Edwards, a 
former congressman. 
Some of them have even admitted ac­ 
cepting payments or favors from Park. 
But they have denied that the envelopes 
packed with $100 bills, the business 
deals, the free trips and other favors con­ 
stituted bribes. It must be proved that 
the congressmen gave important favors 
in exchange for these benefits. Now 
there appear to be no witnesses who can 
produce the necessary testimony. 
This doesn’t mean the American public 
will be deprived of a three-ring Korean 
circus. The House plans hearings, which 
are expected to show flagrant breaches 
of ethics. But the odds are against the 
conviction of any sitting congressmen or 
officials. 
Footnote: The sauve. smiling Tongsun 
Park swore he was cooperating fully 
with the Justice Dept before he quietly 
left for England We have been unable to 
reach him for his comment. His at­ 
torney, William Hundley, declined com­ 
ment 
Justice Dept, officials insisted 
gamely that the investigation is still ac­ 
tive. 
SUGGESTION BOX: A year ago, we 
established the National Suggestion Box 
so the individual American could be 
heard again in Washington. The sugges­ 
tions poured in by the thousands 
President Carter’s subsequent call for 
suggestions brought an increased 
response. The National Suggestion Box is 
now working with the White House to get 
the best ideas adopted. 
Meanwhile, we’ll continue to publicize 
suggestions, which have attracted atten­ 
tion in Washington. Paul Albion of 
Hayward. Calif., for example, warned 
that the life insurance companies store 


confidential health information on 11 
million Americans in a computerized 
master file. 
This Medical Information Bureau, as 
it’s called, contains inaccurate and mis­ 
leading information which can cause in­ 
surance problems for people who don’t 
realize their medical records are on file, 
Albion charged. 
We have confirmed that more than 700 
insurance companies have access to 
these Orwellian files. The federal 
government’s Privacy Protection Study 
Commission, 
m eanwhile, is in ­ 
vestigating whether the Medical Infor­ 
mation Bureau violates the Privacy Act.

offshore drilling since 
the disastrous oil spill

at Santa Barbara 
several years ago. 
Resulting from a 
break in an offshore drilling operation, 
the spill caused anger and indignation 
and not among professional environmen­ 
talists alone. It took weeks of hard work 
to clean up Santa Barbara's beautiful 
beaches 
Unless offshore drilling can be started 
at once, there will be a dangerous energy 
gap. with electrical plants forced to cut 
back sharply. Ever-increasing power is 
required to pump water from wells with 
the water table following a kind of 
vicious cycle making for the worst of an 
already bad situation. 


Out of some 400 federal judges in the 
United States, the environmentalists 
chose the court of Judge William H. 
Orrick Jr. to file a suit requiring the 
president and the director of the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency to file 
forthwith exact plans, with locations, for 
the disposal of solid waste. This was in 
accord with a tough law passed by 
Congress under environmentalist pres­ 
sure. 


With the growth of the cities, solid 
waste is becoming a mountain that in 
region after region baffles the best ef­ 
forts of civic authorities New York City 
has been dumping its waste out at sea a 
comparatively short distance, until a 
protest from New Jersey that it was sur­ 
facing to the detriment of New Jersey 
beaches. 
A complex and unresolved problem is 
the disposal of nuclear waste with its ac­ 
tive life of hundreds of years. 


Knowledgeable environmentalists 
armed with statistics and a thorough 
reading of the law have intervened in 
case after case where a nuclear plant 
was to be built, warning of the perils in a 
nuclear economy. 


The paradox is that in California two 
years ago a referendum calling for the 
prohibition of any more nuclear power 
plants was defeated by a sizeable 
majority. The power companies had 
directed a costly propaganda attack on 
the referendum. Another factor in the 
development of nuclear power is finding 
capital to build these increasingly costly 
engines 


At times you have the impression that 
this nation, with its once fabulous riches 
in every field, is reaching or may 
already have reached a peak from which 
a retreat must come. 


We are still on a grand joyride and the 
joyriders are oblivious to what tomorrow 
may bring.

Later will come the white 
egrets, which until a short time ago were 
a vanishing species. 


President Carter and his energy chief, 
James Schlesinger, have hinted at how 
unhappy most Americans will be when 
they feel the full impact of the Ad­ 
ministration’s energy program.

Some weeks ago this reporter did a lit­ 
tle piece on Surplus School Conservation 
Act. The legislation will help school dis­ 
tricts convert unused school facilities for 
leasing purposes. In other words, so 
some income can be realized from the 
mothballed facilities.

F. Lent, via Robert J.

authors, that a larger 
contribution by the 
federal 
government

purpose of the bill is 
“ to see that the space

use.” But Lent notes “ there is probably 
less justification for using federal funds 
to convert a facility to private or pos­ 
sibly commercial, use.”
